PORTSMOUTH PEOPLE HAVE LEIRKED THE FACT THAT 


WINCHESTER 


WASHIXGTOX, 
March 1. — Congress 


i» its last hours promises to provide du- 
rable and safe stooe dry docks for the 
navy in place of the flimsy "venee'ed 
mndboles" which have beoa forced oo 
the government in recent years from 
economy. 


The requisite authority for the con 


strnction of three scone drydocks was 
been inserted in the naval appropriation 
bill on Tuesday, F<»b. 28th, with the as- 
surance that it would be enacted into 
law. 
This action was unanimously ta- 


ken by Senators Hale, Perkine, Teller 
and Gorman, constituting the sub com- 
mittee on appropriations, which has 
jurisdiction of the naval bill in the sen- 
ate. 
The amendment which they 


agreed to appropriates $825,000, divid- 
ed into three equal portions, to be ap- 
plied to the construction of drydocks at 
Portsmouth, N. B.; League Island, 
Pennsylvania, and Mare Island, Cali- 
fornia, for the purpose of making those 
structures of stooe and concrete instead 
of wood. 
The navy department had 


made the urgent recommendation that 
this should be done, and after a brief 
explanation cu the recommendation of 
Commodore .Endioctt, chief of yards 
and docks, all the members of the com 
tuittee announced their emphatic ap- 
proval of the proposition and their de- 
termination to permit no future wooden 
drydock construction. 


Commodore Endicott's talk before the 


committee on Tuesday, Feb. 28th, was 
c in fined to only a few of the most nota- 
b'.e advantage* of stone docks. He de- 
clared that their first cost over that of 
wooden docks was between twenty-five 
to thirty per cent, but the cost of main- 
tenance was trivial compared with that 
of wooden docks, and in durability they 
were 
practically 
everlasting. 
The 


wonden docks were nut-table, and naval 
officers were continually alarmed lest 
valuable warships should be destroyed 
by the collapse of the rotten timber 
makeshifts which alone bad the capacity 
to contain the ccstly battle-shtps and 
Urger cruisers of the navy. The alleged 
advantage 
that wooden docks were 


more convenient on account of their 
shape for the execution of repairs was 
roDsensical, for it was feasible to build 
stone docks of superior shape to those 
of wood. Finally, stone docks repre- 
sented the uniform 
practice of the 


world. No government except that of 
the United States possessed a wooden 
dock, while Great Britain alone pos- 
sessed fifty-two of ^tone.

Be it enacted by the senate and ho 
i^jrepreeentatives-in general co 


vened: 
SECTION 1. The city of Portsmouth, 


in the county of Bockingham, in ad- 
dition to the powers conferred by chap- 
ter 209 of the laws of 1891, authorizing 
said, city to manage and control its wa- 
ter supply, is hereby authorized and 
empowered and given the exclusive 
right to extend its system of water-works 
into tl'e towns of Newington, Green- 
land, North Hampton, Eye and New 
castle, all in the county of Bockingham, 
for tne purpose of introducing into and 
distributing through eaid towns an ad- 
t qnate supply of water in subterranean 
or other pipes for extinguishing fires, 
and for the nse of their citizens and for 
other purposes; and for that purpose 
may take, purchase, and hold m fee 
rim pie, or otherwise, free from taxation, 
any rtal or personal estate in eaid towns, 
and any rights therein and water rights 
necessary for carrying into effect the 
purposes of this act. 


SECTION 2. Said city, for tho pur- 


pose specified in section 1 of this chap 
ter, IB authorized and empowered to 
dig ditches, make excavations and re 
servoirs through, over, m and upon any 
land or enclosure m said towns through 
which it may be necessary for eaid pipes 
and water to pasp, or said excavations, 
rtservoirs, and waterworks to be 01 
exist for elie purpose of holding, pie- 
serving, and conducting taid water, and 
to place said pipes cod other materials 
and works as may be necessary for com- 
pleticg and operating the works prc- 
vided for in this act, or repmriug the 
s>me. The said city is aUo authorized 
to take land for necessary ways from 
highways to its pipe line, and is au- 
thorized to enter upon and appropriate 
any springs, streams, or poqds in said 
towns aforeeaid not belonging to any 
aqueduct or water works company, and 
t> secure such spuogs, stream*, and 
ponds by conveyance, or otherwise; 
provided, that if it shall be necessary 
to outer upon and appropriate such 
springs, streams, ponds, or land for the 
purpose aforesaid, or raise or lower the 
level of the tame, and said city shall 
not bo able to agree with tho owners 
thereof upon I bo damages which may 
bo done by said city, or iu case the 
owner ehall bo unknown, either party 
may apply to the supremo court, at tha 
tri«l term thereof, in tho oouuty of 
Rcckinghsra, to havo tho same taken, 
•ppropriatod. snd condemned for the 
purpoeo required, and the damages de- 
termined, snd the said court shall re- 
fer tho same to tho county commission- 
eis for said county, who shall appoint a 
time and place of hearing aod give 
notice thereof in tho name mauiier as ia 


now provided by law in laying oat high- 


And said commissioners shall 


make a report in eaid court, and snd 
c mrt may issue execution therein ac- 
cordingly; bnt, if either party shall de- 
sire it. upon application to said court 
before reference to tsid commissioners, 
they shall be entitled to Inal by jury in 
such manner and under such reguTs 
tiuns as said court may prescribe. 


SECTION 3 Said city is further au- 


thorized and empowered to enter upon 
and break ground, dig ditches, and 
make excavations in any street, public 
place, public square, passageways, or 
high way iu said town of Newington, 
Greenland, North Hampton, By«», and 
Newcastle, through -which it may be 
necegjAry for the pipes and water-works 
of ssftTcity to pass, be, or exist for th? 
purpose of placing pipes, hydrants, or 
wafer works and such other material^ ss 
may beseemed recessary for the con-j 
•traction of eaid water-works, and the 
distribution through said towns of .an 
adequate supply of water, and to relaj

control and management of such ex- 
tensions as may be made under the pro- 
visions of said- chapter as it now has 
over rhe water-works existing in said 
city of Portsmouth.

Now when the surset gun is fired at 


a United States military post, "Old 
Glory" comes down amid most impres- 
sive ceiemomes, aiitl not as formerly, 
when loosened halyards allowed the flag 
to descend with a run, to fall on the 
ground and be bundled up in a manner 
that bore no marks of the respect due 
to the emblem cf our nation. The old 
and unseemly mode of procedure has 
been entirely changed, thanks to a pat- 
riotic sentiment that demanded that 
all ceremonies having to do with the 
Stars and Stripes be performed de- 
:ently and in order. It was in response 
o that sentiment that the Army Board 
on Drill Regulations adopted an en- 
tirely new and most effective system 
and one that was suggested and urged 
by Captain W. R. Hamilton, of the 


•eventh United States artillery. 
Immediately before the time of lower- 


ing the flag, the force at the post "fall 
in" ready for roll call at the fcot of the 
staff, where e\ery man can see the 
Stars and Stripes as thay are illumined 
by the parting rays of the sun. Then 
comes the measured roll call, followed 
by the buglers soui.ding a "retreat." 
When the last note of the bugle is 
heard the gun is fiied, and all the men. 
are brought to "attention." If they 
are armed, arrao aie presented, and 
visitors and by&tanders always remove 
their hats. 


Then the band, which stands on the 


parapet, immediately below the flag, 
plays 
The Star Spangled Banner." 


When the playing begins the flag starts 
down, not hurriedly, but deliberately, 
and m rhvthm with the music. As the 
moving air fans its bright folds, that 
are given an impulse by the measured 
motions of the halyards, they wave in 
time to the music, and perfect the har- 
mony cf sound, action and sentiment. 


When the last bar of patriotic music 


is completed and the final inch of the 
halyards payed out, the flag is not 2 
lowed to touch the ground. A sergeant 
and his detail stand ready to receive it, 
and four men appointed for the pur- 
pose take it in their outstretched arms 
and fold it carefully. Then it is car- 
ried to the guard house, placed in a box 
especially provided for it. and kept 
under careful guaid until the morning.
